COMMANDEB OF SPANISH FOREIGN LEGION 


AMONG THOSE KILLED—BATTLE LASTED 
SEVERAL DAYS 


MADRID. June 6.—Four hund- 


red Spanish soldiers were killed in 
battle with 7,000 rebellious Moors 
who attacked a Spanish column 
near Tizlassa, in Morocco, said an 
official despatch from Melilla to- 
day. 


The Spaniards were supported 


with airplanes and artillery and 
were escorting convoys when the 
Moroccans attacked. 
The battle 


lasted several hours. Moorish los- 
ses were'particularly heavy from 
artillery fire. 


LONDON, June 6.—Colonel Vbl- 


ansuela, commander of the Spanish 
foreign legion, was killed in a fight 
with Moroccans near Tiziasha, said 
a press dispatch from Madrid this 
afternoon.

incident concerning a relative of 
Governor Donahey," who resigned 
as an employe of the school after 
being reprimanded. 


Mrs. Btannard stated the charge 
that -rexftenftts ol ..operating, the 
school increased 25 per cent will bV 
disproved by the annual report of 
the school which will be made pub- 


i lie shortly. 
She said girls locked 
1 in their rooms were properly fed 
and given exercise daily. Only 
when two "desperate girls held in. 
the receiving ward planned to burn 
the building and escape" was the 
dungeon used, she asserted. Cor- 
poral punishment was banned un- 
der her administration, Mrs. Stan- 
nard stated. 
She denied accusa-
